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GRAFTON COUNTY EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
January 23, 1967 


The Grafton County Executive Committee met in 
the Commissioners’ Office in Woodsville, N. H., at 
10.30 A.M. on Monday, January 28, 1967. Present were 
Commissioners Bell, Clement and Shores, Chairman 
Stephen Smith of Plymouth, Vice-Chairman Gladys 
Whipple of Lebanon, Phil A. Bennett of Haverhill, St. 
Clair A. Berringer of Woodstock, Edna B. McGee of 
Lincoln, Shirley Merrill of Lebanon, Thomas Pryor of 
Ashland and Clerk Mary Scott-Craig of Hanover. 


Chairman Smith opened the meeting by reviewing 
the 1965 Statute setting the salary of the Grafton 
County Register of Deeds ($6,000 plus 10% of fees 
with max. of $15,000 and min. of $7,000). Charles 
Wood, the Register of Deeds, spoke to the Committee 
and reported the amount of fees collected in his office 
for 1966 as $41,419.40. He recommended $5 per week 
raises for each of the three girls working in his office. 
Motion by Berringer, seconded by Bennett that the 
salary of the Register of Deeds be set in accordance 
with the Statute at $10,141.94 annually for the next 
two years. Voted in affirmative. Bennett of Haverhill 
moved that the three girls in the office of the Register 
oi Deeds be given an increase of $5 per week. Sec- 
onded by Whipple. Voted in affirmative. 


Commissioner Bell presented a statement of county 
Appropriations and Expenditures for the past year 
and noted the $34,789.35 increase in revenue. A pub- 
lic hearing will be held on the county budget in Feb- 
ruary.

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$300,000 in anticipation of taxes. Voted in affirmative.

The Grafton County Delegation met on Monday, 
March 6, 1967, at the County Farm at 1:30 p. m. Pres- 
ent were: Commissioners Bell, Clement, Shores, 
Chairman Smith; Reps.

Chairman Smith asked Commissioner Bell to pre- 
sent the budget for 1967. Items discussed were: the 
increase in salary for the Commissioners, additional 
funds for the Attorney’s secretary, the addition of a 
milking parlor at the County Farm, approval of the 
specifications for Recording of Plans set down by the 
General Court in 1965 (Chapter 260, RSA 478:18a). 
The Register of Probate asked for an increase of 
$1,000 for Expenses. 


Public meeting closed at 2:20 and the Delegation 
went into executive session. Rep. Pryor, having voted 
with the majority on HB 236 (relative to the salaries 
of Grafton County Commissioners) moved that we 
reconsider our motion. Seconded by Berringer. Voted. 
Rep. Pryor then moved that we amend HB 236 and 
replace the salary of $2,500 with $2,150 for each of 
the three commissioners. Seconded by Berringer. 
Voted. Rep. McMeekin moved that we amend the bud- 
get item for Sal. Comm. and insert $6,450 in place of 
$5,400. Seconded by Manchester. Voted. Rep. McMeek- 
in moved that HB 236 be amended to make the effec- 
tive date Jan 1, 1967 rather than July 1, 1967. Sec- 
onded by Pryor. Voted. Rep. Pryor moved that $450 
be added to the presently authorized $750 for the 
County Attorney’s secretary, making the total paid 
her for county work $1,200. (Item in budget—Stenog- 
Attorney). Seconded by Gardner. Voted. Rep. Mc- 
Meekin moved that $4,000 be appropriated for the ex- 
penses of the Register of Probate’s office. Seconded by 
Gardner. Voted. 


Chairman Smith noted that the budget had been in- 
creased by the action taken by the delegation bringing 
the total to $729,285 and the amount to be raised by 
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taxes, $431,950. Rep. Merrill moved that the budget 
of Grafton County for 1967 be $729,285. Seconded by 
Gardner. Voted. Rep. Manchester moved that we au- 
thorize the Commissioners to raise by taxes $431,950. 
Seconded by Bennett. Voted. 


Rep. Tilton moved that the delegation approve the 
specification for Recording Plans in Register of Deeds 
Offices as provided in Chapter 260: RSA 478. 18a 
(1965 Laws). Seconded by Pryor. Voted. 


Possible uses for Glencliff were discussed. The ef- 
fect of closing the Sanitorium on the economy of the 
county was noted. Rep. Putnam suggested its use for 
care of unfortunate girls, Rep. Pryor, for first offend- 
ers who need rehabilitation, and Rep. Bennett, for 
children in the North Country who need psychiatric 
care and treatment. It was suggested that a visit to 
the Sanitorium be made in the near future. 


Rep. McMeekin called attention to a bill now in Mu- 
nicipal and County Gov’t. committee in the House pro- 
viding for a stamp tax on Transfer of Property. He 
suggested that the stamps ought to be sold not in li- 
quor stores as provided in the bill, but in the offices 
of Register of Deeds, where the stamps could be af- 
fixed also. This would provide the county with a new 
source of revenue from fees charged for this service. 


Rep. Merrill moved that we adjourn. Seconded by 
Pryor. Adjourned at 3:22 p. m.

Clement, agreed to appoint a committee of three to 
look into the matter and report to the committee. He 
noted that they ought to find out how many could be 
accommodated by this change, how fire-proof the 
third floor was and whether or not we could meet 
Medicare standards. 


Chairman Smith read the report of the Fire Mar- 
shal. Only minor items were noted as needing atten- 
tion. Chairman Smith asked the Clerk to write a letter 
to Senator Larty informing him of our good wishes 
for his recovery. 


Meeting adjourned at 11:20 a. m., to meet again at 
the Farm.

Both 
would mean larger expenditures. 


The renovation of the third floor of the Hospital 
was discussed at some length. The committee ap- 
pointed by the Chairman, Reps. Bennett, Berringer 
and Merrill, have conferred with the architect, In- 
gram of Hanover and with Mr. Billings of Concord. 
It was decided to ask the architect to prepare plans 
and cost of converting the third floor into hospital 
rooms and also the present little-used operating room 
into a four-bed facility. These estimates should be in 
the hands of the committee for discussion at the De- 
cember meeting. The committee will also look into the 
possibility of disposing of unneeded operating room 
equipment.

Coos County pays $500 toward depreciation plus 
maintenance. This matter will be taken up with the 
new budget.

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REPORT OF 
GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


As required by Statute, the Commissioners of 
Grafton County submit herewith the report of the 
various County Officials for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1967. 


Grafton County ended the year 1967 with a cash 
balance of $438,342.52, which was due mainly to an 
increase in revenue at the County Home. They ex- 
ceeded their appropriation, however, as salaries had to 
be increased during the year. 


There was an unexpended balance on boarded child- 
ren, as of July 1, 1967; all medical expense for them 
was assumed by the State. 


Necessary renovations and repairs were made at 
the Woodsville and Plymouth Court Houses, also at 
the County Home. 


We wish to express our appreciation to our staff of 
employees, the County Delegation, the various town 
officials and State Welfare Department for their con- 
tinued cooperation.

Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Grafton County were examined. Court re- 
ceipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, 
and found to be properly recorded. Court orders is- 
sued by the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouch- 
ers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior 
Court Justice. 


County Farm and Hospital 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent 
of the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the 
Farm were checked by source through the triplicate 
receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm as well as the 
receipts from the Hospital as recorded in the cash 
book, were properly accounted for by the Superinten- 
dent through deposits to the credit of the County 
Treasurer’s account in the Woodsville National Bank. 

Statements of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Farm and Hospital for the years 1965 and 
1966 are presented in Exhibits G and Q, respectively.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 
of the Laws of 1965, a copy of this report or summary

I am happy to submit to you the annual report of 
the Catholic Chaplain to the Grafton County Home. 
I replaced Rev. Thomas Monaghan, September 20, 
1967. Since then I have tried to continue the fine work 
done at the Grafton County Home by my predecessor. 


I have continued the traditional policy of adminis- 
tering the Sacrament of the Eucharist and, on occa- 
sion, the Sacrament of Penance on each first Friday 
of the month. I have administered the Sacrament of 
the Anointing on four occasions during the past few 
months. I celebratd the Sacrifice of the Mass for the 
residents for Christmas in the chapel of the County 
Home. The remaining of my ministry has been a 
weekly visit of encouragement to those who need spe- 
cial attention and spiritual guidance. 


On occasions I have taken to call at the House of 
Correction and the Jail. This is a very delicate situa- 
tion. The men need consultation and guidance and 
with time hope for a kind of rehabilitation. I feel that 
the few men that I had a chance to see, I have ac- 
complished something, but more can be done. 


My work as a priest at the Grafton County Home 
has been enjoyable most of the time. I wish to thank 
most sincerely Mr. and Mrs. Frank Little and all 
others who have been so kind and helpful to me.

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To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 
Dear Sirs: 


I am happy to have the privilege of submitting to 
you the annual report as Protestant Chaplain to the 
Grafton County Farm. The opportunity I have had 
as the Protestant Chaplain has been a rewarding one 
and has afforded me many rich moments of blessing. 


Since my arrival to the community in the middle of 
July, I have carried on the practices and policies of 
ministering pretty much in the traditional manner. In 
the afternoon of the first and third Sunday of each 
month, services of worship of an informal nature are 
held in the Chapel. Many of the well known Gospel 
hymns are sung, with the majority of the hymns being 
selected by the folks attending the service. In addition 
the elements of prayer, Scripture readings, respon- 
Sive readings, and meditations commonly comprise 
the worship. Solos and special readings of poems, 
Scripture, and prayers by members of the congrega- 
tion are included from time to time adding a great 
deal of interest to the service. A service of Holy Com- 
munion was held on World-Wide Communion Sunday, 
October 1, 1967. Mrs. Lois Darby, organist of the 
Woodsville Methodist Church, is the pianist for the 
services. An expression of appreciation goes to her 
for her work and friendly cooperation. Whenever 
Mrs. Darby was unable to come, one of the ladies of 
the congregation played the piano. Miss Andrea Tay- 
lor and Miss Gail Gibson of Woodsville also attended 
the worship and spent time afterward with some 
of the ladies of the Home engaged in various types of 
activities of interest to the folks. 


One of the most meaningful responsibilities of the 
Chaplain is the visitation to the hospital and home. 
This has been attempted on a monthly basis. I have 
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found the patients of the hospital and the folks in the 
home very responsive to personal contact and 
any display of concern for them individually. It is a 
great privilege to be able to interpret the love which 
God has for them through His Son, Jesus Christ. In 
this area of visitation I have also seen the desirabil- 
ity of meeting and talking informally with the inmates 
of the jail and House of Correction. 


Other highlights included a Hallowe’en Party (the 
planning and work for this event was done by Mr. 
and Mrs. John Farnham in cooperation with Mr. Lit- 
tle and the Chaplain), the Annual Christmas Party 
and program, and the Christmas program for the hos- 
pital patients. My family and I greatly enjoyed these 
warm experiences. 


I want to take this opportunity in expressing my 
deep appreciation to Frank Little, the Superintendent, 
to his wife, Rita, the Matron, and to the entire staff 
for their cooperation in the religious program of the 
institution.

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REPORT OF COUNTY PHYSICIAN 


To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 
I hereby submit my report of 1967: 


Again our hospital unit was utilized to almost 100% 
capacity. Our daily average was 31.1 patients for a 
32 bed hospital. We have one additional bed in a locked 
room which is used on occasions for prisoners. We 
had to refuse many State Welfare patients because 
we had no bed for them at the time. Considering that 
we do not have Medicare approval and can never have 
in our present facility, because of structural deficien- 
cies this seems a tremendous average. Our Convales- 
cent unit operated at 100% utilization, also. 


During the past year we purchased 12 Geriatric 
chairs, which is a chair with a tray that holds the 
patient so he cannot fall out. It is on casters so can 
be moved from place to place without transferring 
from one chair to another. We also bought side rails 
for all beds which were really necessary. 


We had more admissions, more discharges, more 
deaths, more patient days, a higher daily average and 
more patients in our hospital January 1, 1968 than 
we had January 1, 1967. 


We still are sending all obstetrical and major sur- 
gery to general hospitals under a policy laid down by 
the State Board of Health.
